ABSTRACT 

A multi-layer golf ball can be prepared, possessing the performance characteristics of 
both a solid ball and a wound ball, by selecting the content and thickness of one or more of the 

5 layers, wherein the multi-layer golf ball comprises a center, an intermediate layer, a wound layer 
of tensioned material, and a cover, such that any one or more of the following are satisfied: (a) at 
least a portion of the intermediate layer includes a thermoset material; (b) the winding includes
